Ezra Blake of East Harttord, Conn., was 
drowned at Walkley station, near Haddam, 
Saturday, while trying to rescue his little 
giri, who fell overboard. His son succeeded 
in saving the girl, but Mr. Blake was taken 
with cramps. 

Charles Mackie of Meriden, Conn., eight 
years old, while sliding on the bannister of 
the outside stairway of 8S. J. Hall’s feed 
warehouse on Monday night, lost his balance 
and fe!l, breaking his neck. He died in- 
stantly. 

The assassination is reported of two 
Americans near Aldama, Tamaulipas, and 
the apprehension of the two suspected mur- 
derers. In attempting to escape the latter 
were shot on the Tampico road.
